TOUM AGREEMENT. MOREOVER, RADIO HAS BLATANTLY DISTORTED OAU 
DECISION REGARDING TERRITORIAL DISPUTE BETWEEN SOMALIA 

AND ETHIOPIA. 

3. ARTICLE STATES ADDIS RADIO HAS BEEN CLAIMING THAT 8 - NATION 
COMMISSION ESTABLISHED AT ADDIS IS NOT CHARGED WITH EXAMINING 
TERRITORIAL DISPUTE BUT SIMPLY WITH LOOKING INTO BORDER PROBLEM

BELONG TO HER. 

7. COMMENT: SOMALI GOVERNMENT FREQUENTLY USES THIS SO- CALLED 
" INDEPENDENT" WEEKLY TO PRESENT ITS VIEWS ON CURRENT MATTERS 
AND PARTICULARLY ON RELATIONS WITH ETHIOPIA IN UNABASHED MANNER.
